'^Christma.S  Pearmain,  medium  size,  of  excellent  flavour,  the  tree  is  a 

good  grower,  an  enormous  cropper  and  free 
from  canker 

Claygate  Pearmain,  medium  size,  richly  flavoured  and  highly  aromatic, 
similar  to  Ribston  Pippin.  A.M. 

Cockle’s  Pippin,  medium  size,  richly  flavoured  and  highly  aromatic,  one 
of  the  best,  bears  well  as  an  orchard  standard 

Cornish  Aromatic,  medium  size,  flesh  firm,  juicy  and  highly  aromatic, 
an  excellent  dessert  apple 

Cornish  Qilliflower,  medium  size,  juicy,  sugary  and  highly  aromatic,  a 
very  fine  apple,  but  unfortunately  rather  a shy 
bearer,  fruiting  only  on  end  of  shoots 

-A- Coronation,  a variety  much  resembling  Cox’s  Orange  Pippin  but  flatter  in 
shape,  skin-coloured  on  the  sunny  side,  flavour  excellent,  tree 
of  compact  habit  and  a good  grower.  A.M, 

Court  Pendu  Plat,  medium  size,  handsome  and  long-keeping,  the  tree 
forms  a medium-sized  pyramid,  is  a good  bearer  and 
succeeds  well  as  an  orchard  standard,  it  is  one  of 
the  latest  flowering  varieties  known  and  hence  the 
blossoms  escape  destruction  by  spring  frosts 

Court  of*  Wick,  small,  of  great  excellence,  on  some  soils  attaining  a very 
high  colour,  the  tree  is  a vigorous  grower  and  a good 
bearer,  it  makes  a good  medium-sized  pyramid  and  suc- 
ceeds well  as  a standard 

'^Cox’s  Ora.nge  Pippin,  medium  size,  handsome  and  richly  flavoured,  the 

finest  dessert  apple  in  cultivation,  the  tree  forms 
a large  and  well-shaped  pyramid  and  is  an  abun- 
dant bearer,  it  also  forms  a good  standard 

Cumberla.nd  Favourite,  rather  large,  conical,  suitable  for  dessert  or 

kitchen  purposes,  it  forms  a large  pyramid 
and  thrives  well  as  an  orchard  standard, 
especially  suitable  for  the  north  of  England 

■A- Devonshire  Quarrenden,  medium  size,  dark  red,  very  early,  a showy 

and  good  variety,  it  forms  a medium-sized 
and  prolific  pyramid  and  bears  equally  well 
as  a standard 

At  Duchess’s  Favourite,  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  small,  skin  of  a brilliant  red, 

yellow  on  the  shaded  side,  flesh  yellowish,  juicy 
and  highly  flavoured,  an  excellent  dessert  apple 

Duke  of*  Devonshire,  first  quality,  late,  of  medium  size  with  crisp,  juicy 
and  rich  flavour 

Dutch  Mig^nonne,  a medium-sized  handsome  variety  which  we  can  highly 
recommend,  its  shoots  are  thickly  set  with  fruit  spurs 
and  it  bears  abundantly,  especially  on  the  paradise 
stock

Golden  Pippin,  the  true  old  variety,  the  skin  is  yellow,  assuming  as  the 
fruit  ripens  a deep  golden  hue,  it  succeeds  particularly 
well  on  the  paradise  stock 

Golden  Reinette,  medium  size  and  handsome,  it  forms  a medium-sized 
pyramid  and  bears  well  as  a standard,  particularly  in  a 
light  and  warm  soil,  an  old  variety  of  excellent  quality 
and  well  flavoured 

^^Grsivenstein,  large,  tender  and  spicy,  suitable  for  dessert  or  kitchen  use, 
skin  pale  yellow  streaked  with  crimson,  a favourite  variety 
grown  extensively  in  some  parts  of  Germany,  it  forms  a 
handsome  large  pyramid  and  is  a good  orchard  tree 

Irish  Peach,  medium  size,  an  excellent  summer  apple,  in  order  to  have  it 
in  perfection  (as  indeed  most  of  the  very  early  varieties)  it 
should  be  eaten  immediately  after  gathering,  it  is  a beautiful 
and  refreshing  fruit  well  worthy  of  a place  in  every  garden, 
it  forms  a small  pyramid  and  is  suitable  for  orchard  culture 

James  Grieve,  medium  size,  skin  yellow  with  a red  flush  on  the  exposed 
side,  flesh  firm,  pale  yellow  with  the  flavour  of  Cox’s  Orange, 
but  the  tree  is  of  hardier  constitution  than  that  variety,  a 
prolific  bearer.  F.C.C. 

Joaneting,  Red,  see  Margaret. 

Joaneting,  White,  small,  the  earliest  of  all  apples  and  of  good  flavour,  it 
requires,  however,  to  be  eaten  fresh  from  the  tree  as 
it  soon  becomes  mealy.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  known 
and  should  be  cultivated  on  the  paradise  stock  as 
otherwise  it  does  not  bear  freely 

Kerry  Pippin,  an  old  and  well-known  variety,  small,  but  an  excellent  early 
apple  of  high  flavour,  it  forms  a small  pyramid  and  bears 
well  as  a standard 

King’s  Acre  Pippin,  Cranstones  Pippin,  fruit  of  medium  size,  one  side 
covered  with  russet,  flesh  tender,  sweet,  and  of 
good  flavour,  a probable  cross  between  Ribston  and 
Sturmer  Pippins.  A.M. 

King  Harry,  medium  size,  lemon-yellow  rather  thickly  strewed  with  russet 
dots,  a handsome  fruit  of  fine  flavour,  forms  a fine  large 
pyramid.  A.M. 

-^King  of  the  Pippins,  medium  size,  very  handsome,  of  a deep  golden 

colour  on  the  side  facing  the  sun,  flesh  firm,  crisp 
and  juicy,  the  tree  is  a great  bearer,  forming  a 
fine  larg'e  pyramid  or  standard,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  best  and  very  valuable  either  for  dessert 
or  kitchen  use.  See  illustration  page  9. 

■A- Kingof  Tompkin’s  County,large,  hangs  on  the  tree  late  and  keeps  well 

till  May  when  it  is  an  excellent  dessert  apple, 
very  hardy,  free  growing  and  profuse  bearer, 
makes  a good  standard  or  pyramid,  it  is  one 
of  the  best  American  varieties,  in  colour 
greenish-yellow  heavily  streaked  with  crim- 
son on  the  side  facing  the  sun.  A.M. 

★ La.dy  Sudeley,  large,  pale  yellow  marked  with  crimson  streaks,  a fine  kind 

of  very  handsome  appearance,  juicy,  and  of  rich  flavour, 
very  productive  and  valuable  as  an  early  variety,  it  forms 
a compact  pyramid.  F.C.C. 

★ Langley  Pippin,  a cross  between  Cox’s  Orange  Pippin  and  Mr.  Gladstone, 

fruit  of  medium  size,  pale  yellow,  highly  coloured  on  the 
side  next  the  sun,  flesh  white,  tender  with  a pleasant 
crisp  flavour,  the  tree  is  healthy  and  a moderate  grower, 
a most  valuable  acquisition.  A.M.

The  varieties— American  Mother,  Melon,  Boston  Russet,  Newtown 
Pippin,  Northern  Spy,  King  of  Tompkin’s  County,  Washington,  &c., 
are  of  American  Origin,  and  should  be  planted  in  a warm  situation 
and  well-drained  soil  to  prevent  the  fruits  becoming  spotted,  to 
heighten  its  colour,  and  to  strengthen  the  flavour  as  much  as 
possible.  When  grown  in  this  manner  they  are  of  very  fine  quality. 
Late  apples,  and  especially  russets,  should  be  left  on  the  trees  as 
long  as  possible;  if  gathered  early  they  are  apt  to  shrivel.

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CULINARY  ROOTS. 

Asparagus  should  be  planted  early  in  April,  when  the  soil  is 
in  good  working  condition.  The  soil  should  be  of*  a good  rich 
loamy  nature.  If  heavy  and  wet  a good  proportion  of  sharp  grit 
should  be  mixed  with  it,  and  the  bed  thoroughly  drained. 

The  ground  should  be  trenched  early  in  the  previous  autumn 
to  a depth  of  18  inches  to  2 feet,  and  the  bed  should  remain 
exposed  through  the  winter. 

Early  in  February  a good  dressing  of  well  decayed  stable 
manure  should  be  applied,  to  be  thoroughly  forked  in  and  well 
mixed  with  the  soil.  The  bed  should  be  forked  over  again  in 
dry  weather  two  or  three  times  during  March.
